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As the famous Gen. ARNOLD bas abandoned the REBEL 
Service, and joined our army at NEW YORK, we prefent 
our Readers uth his Addrefi te the Inhabitant: of AMERI- 
CA, taken from Rivinc ror’s R IYAL New York Ga- 
ZETTE, of OGober 21. 1780. 

To the INHABITANTS ef AMERICA. 
SHOULD forfeit, even in my own opinion, the plate I have fo 
long held in yours, if 1 could be indifferent to your approba- 
tien, and filent on the motives which have induced me to “join the 

King’s arms. 

A very few words, however thall fuffice upon a fubjeét fo perfonal; 
for, to the thoufands who fuffer under the tyranny of the ufurpers in 
the revolted provinces, as well as to the great multitude who have 
long withed for its fulverfion, this inftance of my conduét can want 
no vindication ; and as to the clafs of men who are criminally pro- 
tracting the war from finifter views, at the expence of the pablic in- 
tereft, I prefer their enmity to their applaufe. Iam, therefore, only 
concerned in this addrefs to explain myfelf to fuch of my countrymen 
as want abilities or opportunities to detect the drtifices by which they 
are duped. 

Having fought by your fide when the love of our country animated, 
our arms, I (hall expeé, from your juitice and caudour, what your de- 
ceivers, with more art and lef honefty, will find it inconfittent with 
their own views to admit. 

When I quitted domeftic happimefs for the perils of the feld, i 
conceived the rights of my country in danger, and that duty and ho- 
nour called me tother defence. A redrefs of grievances was my only 
object and aim ; however, 1 acquiefced in a (tep which I thought pre- 
cipitatc, the declaration of independence, ‘T’o juftify this mcainre ma- 
ny planfible reafons were urged, which could no longer exiit, when 
Great Britain, with the open arms of a parent, offerec to embrace us 
as children, and grant the wifhed far redrefs. 

And now that her worft enemies are in her own bofom, I fhould 
change my principles, if I confpired with their defigns; yourfelves be- 
ing judges, was the war the le/$ jult, becaule fellow-fubjec!s were con- 
fidered as our foe? You have felt the torture dntwhich we raifed our 
arms againit a brother. God incline the guilty protectors of thefé un 
natural dijfentions to refign their ambition, and ceafe from their delue 
fions, in compaffion to kindred biood, 

I anticipate your queftion, Was not the war a defenfive ome until 
the French joined ‘in the combination? I anfwer, that I thought fo. 
You will add, Was it not afterwards necefflary, till the feparation of the 
Britith empire was complete? By no means; in contending tor the 
welfare of my country, | am free to declare my opinion, that, this end 
attained, all {lrife thould have ceafed. 

I lamented, therefore, the impolicy, tyranny, and injuflice, which, 
with a fovereign contempt of the people of America, ftudionfly negleat- 
ed to take their colledtive fentiments of the Buitifh propofals of peace, 
and to negociate under.a fufpenfion of arms, for an adjultment of differ- 
ences; I lamented it as a dangerous facrifice of the great interefts of 
this country to the partial views of a proud, ancient, and crafty foe. 1 
had my fufpicions of fume imperfeétions in our councils, on propofals 
prior to the Parliamentary commifion of 1778; but having then lefs 
to do in the eabinct than the field (1 will not pronounce peremptorily, 
as fome may, and perhaps juftly, that Congrefs have vailed them from 
the pnbiic eye :) I continued to be guided in the negligent confidence 
ofa foldier. But the whole world faw, and all America confefled, that 
the overtures of the fecond commiffion exceeded our wifhes and expec- 
tations, and if there was any fufpicion of the national liberality, it 
arofe from its excefs. 

Do any believe we were really entangled bran alliance with France? 
Unfortunate deception! ‘They have been duped, by a virtuous crecu- 
lity, in the incautious moments of intemperate paffion, to give up their 
felicity to ferve a nation wanting both the will and the power to pro- 
te& us, and aiming at the deftruétion both of the mother couatry and 
the provinces. In the plainnefs of common fenfe, for 1 pretend to no 
cafuiltry, did the pretended treaty wich the Court of Verfailles amount 
to more than an overture to America? Cert iinly not, becanfe no au- 
thority had been given by the people to conclude it, nor to this very 
hour have they authorifed its ratification. ‘The articles of confedera- 
tion remain (till unfigned. } 

In the firft perfuafion, therefore, that the private judgment of an 
individual citizei of this country is as free from all conventional re- 
ftraints, fince as before the infidious offers of France, I preferred thofe 
from Great Britain; thinking it infinitely wifer and fafer to cait my 
confidence upon her juftice and gefferolity, than to truft a monarchy 
too feeble to eitablifh your independency, fo perilous to her diftant do- 
minions, the enemy of the Proteftant faith, and fraudulently avowing 
an affeétion for the liberties of mankiad, whilft the holds her native 
fons in vaffalage and chaixs. mt 

I affeét no difguiie, and therefore frankly declare, that io thefe prine 
ciples I had determined to retain my arms and command for an ep 
portunity to farrender them to Great Britain ; and in concerting the 
meafures for a purpofe, in my opinion, as grateful as it would have 
been beneficial to my couatry, | was only folicitous to accomplith an 
event of decifive importance, and to prevemt as much as poflible, in 
the execution of it, the effufiom of blood — 

With the higheft fatisfaction 1 bear teftimony to my old fellow fol- 
diers and-citlzens, that I find folid ground to rely upon the clemency 
of our Sovereign, and abundant conviétion that it is the generous inten- 
tion of Great Britain not only to leave the rights and privileges of the 
colonies unimpaired, together with their perpetual exemption from 
taxation, but to fuperadd fuch further benefits as may confift with the 
common _profperity of the empire. In thort, 1 fougt.t for much lefs 
than the parent country is as willing to grant her colonies as they can 
be to receive or enjoy. 

Some may think [ continued in the Rruggle of thefe unhappy days 
too long, and others that I quitted it too foon. To the firft I reply, 
That I did not fee with their eyes, nor perhaps had fo favourable a fi. 
tuation to look from, and that to our common mafter I am willing to 
{tand or fall. In behalf of the candid among the latter, fome of whom 
I belicve ferve blindly but honettly —in the bands I have left, I pray 
God to give them all the lights requifite to thelr own fafety before it 
is too late; and, with refpeét to that herd of cenfurers, whofe enmity 
to me originates in their hatred to the principles by whieh Iam now 
led to devote my life to the re-union of the Britith empire, as the beft 
and only means to dry up the ftreams of mifery that have deluged this 
country, they may be affured that, conicious of the reétitude of my in- 
tentions, I fhall treat theis malice and calumnics with contempt and

water, for feverak weeks together, yet they,were afhame 
to complain, when they obferved that their commander fared 
not more delicately thaa. themfelves. Hf any thing was 
brought him to eat, he feat it toa. faint gr fick foldier : if 
a foldier was weary, he offered, to -carry his,arms. . He 
walked on foot with his men j-amufed them. with jokes, and 
animated tliem by a recitalof the deeds of their anceftors, 
and of the-verfes of their bards.
